The purpose of the intended amendment is to ensure equity by adding a fee to be charged to transient 
non-community waterworks and to raise the maximum fee that could be charged for community and non-
transient non-community waterworks.  This action is needed to:  1) remove an exemption and ensure that 
all public waterworks pay a waterworks fee, and 2) increase the maximum fees allowed.  The intent is for 
all waterworks that benefit from services to pay a fee and to ensure that sufficient operating funds are 
available for VDH’s Office of Drinking Water. 
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Please identify the state and/or federal legal authority to promulgate this proposed regulation, including 
(1) the most relevant law and/or regulation, including Code of Virginia citation and General Assembly 
chapter number(s), if applicable, and (2) promulgating entity, i.e., agency, board, or person.  Describe the 
legal authority and the extent to which the authority is mandatory or discretionary.   
              
 
Virginia Code §32.1-171.1 authorized a fee to be charged of waterworks.  Also, the 2005 Appropriation 
Act requires that the fees be adjusted to the level necessary to cover the cost of the Waterworks 
Technical Assistance Program (Item 316 B).

The proposed change would add a section to an existing chapter; the proposed new section would 
charge up to a maximum fee to transient non-community waterworks.  The change would also raise the 
maximum fee presently authorized to be charged to community and non-transient non-community 
waterworks.  The present maximum fee cap authorizes a fee “up to” a fixed amount.  The maximum is not 
being charged presently but the agency has determined the need for more funds from fees as general 
funds and federal grants have declined and the Drinking Water program needs are not elastic.  The 2005 
Appropriation Act (Item 316 B requires that the fees be adjusted to the level necessary to cover the cost 
of the Waterworks Technical Assistance Program. 
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Please describe all viable alternatives to the proposed regulatory action that have been or will be 
considered to meet the essential purpose of the action.   
                   
 
No alternatives to the intended action exist.  The law authorizing a waterworks fee was passed in 1992.  
During the consideration of passing that law, VDH represented that it would continually seek general fund 
increases and federal grants to keep fees as low as possible.  VDH has honored this statement; however, 
the inelastic costs of its operations along with decreased funds from these two other sources require 
revisiting the fee to ensure that the present level of assistance and service to waterworks continues.   
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Assess the potential impact of the proposed regulatory action on the institution of the family and family 
stability.  
              
 
The regulation will not exact a direct impact on the institution of the family and family stability.
